Micars chozal, Singingmen, Chozilters, 
ers,Dertons. ot of anꝝ other necellary, oz daily officers 
oꝛ Miniſters in ſuch Cathedꝛall oꝛ Collegiate Churches, oz 
Colledgeg. v2 any of them. oz foꝛ oꝛ towards the reeditying oz 
repairing of any of the ſame Cathedꝛall oꝛ Collegiate Chur 
ches oꝛ Colledges,ſthall not be _ with any part of theſe 
thzee Subſidies : the certainty of which poztions as well 
chargeable to theſe thꝛee Subſidies as not chargeable in this 
behalte. the Archbiſhop,oz Biſhop of the Dioceſe, o2 (the See 
being void) the Deane and Chapter, oꝛ any other to whom the 
ſame ſhall oꝛ may appertatne,vpon due ſearch and examina- 
tion ſhall certifie vnder his oꝛ their Seales , into pour Yigh- 
neſleſayd court of Exchequer , at oz befoze the ſeuerall Re- 
turnes afozeſaid appointed fo2 the payments of the ſaidthzee 
Subſidies. | 

Pꝛouided alwaxes, that euery Parſon, Uicar , oꝛ other 
ſpirituali perſon, paying any penſion, whereof no allowance 
is made in the valuation of his pzomotion oz Benefice, ſhall 
and — — owne — and — 2 _ 
pound of euery ſuch penſion fo2 euery papme t 
Sublidies, as he ſtandeth charged by this Grant, to pay foz 
euery part and payment of theſe thzee Subſidies out of eue- 
ry pound foz the whole valuation of his ſpirituall pzomoti- 
on, Any Covenant, Grant, oz bond to the contrary notwith- 


ſtanding. 

Provided alſo, and your ſapd pꝛelates and Clergy doe alſo 
molt humbly beſeech your Highneſle, that it may be enacted 
by your Maietties authozitie and your High court of Parlia- 
ment, chat where certainelands.cenements,rents, ſpirituall 
promotions, tithes.,penſions,poztions, fruits, and other here- 
ditamemts, lately belonging to divers Cathedzall Churches, 
and to other places and perſons Cccleſiaſticall within the 
ſaid (9z0mince of Canterburie, which were giuen and aſlig⸗ 
ned to bee beſtowed and ſpent, in, and on finding and main⸗ 
taining of certaine Chantries, Anniuerſaries, Obites. 
Linhts, Lampes, and other line charges, intents, andpur- 
— ol late came into the hands and poſſeſſion oi the late 

ng ol famous memozie; Edward the lixt;by fozce oa St 
ute theredt made in the ürſt perre ol his reigne, 1 
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laid Statute moze plainely appeareth: that the Cathedꝛall 
Churches and the Bithops, Deanes, oꝛ Pꝛeũdents, and 
Chapters, and. Pꝛebendarieg ofthe ſame , andallother pla⸗ 
ces and perſons Eccleſtaſicail, and euery of them to whom 
theſapd Lands, Rents, and other the pꝛemiſſes, oꝛ any of 
them did lately appertaine, hall not during the time in⸗ 
ted by this Graunt to: the payment ol the ſapd thꝛee Subll⸗ 
dies, bee charged ts and with any payment of Sublidie, ok, 
and koꝛ that part and poꝛtion ot Lands. Tenements, Kents, 
Spirituall pꝛomotions, and other Hereditaments, oz any of 
them, whereunto the ſaid late Ring vy fozce of the ſaid Sta⸗ 
tute was intituled oꝛ poſleſſed ot᷑.noꝛ of any yeerely Bent oꝛ 
payments going out of the ſaid Cathedꝛall Churches, and o⸗ 
ther the places and perſons Eccleũaſticail afozeſayd : And 
that deduction and allowance thereof bee made to them and 
euery of them accoꝛdingly. in and vpon euery payment of the 
ſayd thee. Subſidies, out ot the whole valuation, taxation. 
and eſtimation made fo2 the payment of the ſayd perpetuall 
Diſme oꝛ Tenth, remayning of recoꝛd in your Pighnelle 
Court of Erchequer, as atoꝛetaid. fo2 the rate and poztion of 
Lands,Tenements, Rents, Spirituall pꝛomotions, and o- 
ther Hereditaments. and thoſe yeerely payments whereunto 
the ſayd late King was intifuled oꝛ poſleſled of, oz which 
ſince the making of the ſayd Statute, by reaſon thep haue 
beene found as Lands, Tenements; Rents, Tithes, oꝛ other 
Hereditaments concealed from the ſaid late King Edward 
the lixt,thelate Bing Henry the eight, che late Queene Mary, 
the late Queene Elizabeth,o2 any of them oꝛ from your Maie⸗ 
ſtie, oꝛ otherwiſe are ſeuered from the polſeſlions of the ſayd 
Cathedꝛall Churches, and other places and perſons afoze- 
ſayd,ozofany of them, by koꝛce of the Statute pzemiſed , oz 
any otherwiſe. .  -: 15 
Pꝛouided alſo, that theſe thꝛee Subſtdies granted by the 
Clergie oꝛ any part ot them. ſhall not bee demanded oꝛ leuied 
dut ot any Benefice, houſe of Students oꝛ Colledge ſcituate 
02 let within either of the Uniuerſities of Orfozd oz Cam⸗ 
b:idgeo2 any Benefice , Lands, oꝛ other reuenues vnto the 
ſaid Uniuerſities, 02 either ot them, oꝛ to any houſe of Stu⸗ 
dents oꝛ Colledge in any ol the ſayd Univerſities vnited, aps 
pꝛopꝛiated, oꝛ appevtapming,o2 out ofany Benefice, Lands oꝛ 
reuenues of the Colledge of Windſoz, 02 of the Colledge of 
WBeltminlter, oꝛ of the Colledge of Eaton neere 5 
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of the Colledge called Saint Martes Colledge by Winche- 
ſter, founded by William Wickham, ſometimes Biſhop of wein⸗ 
cheſter, oz of any Yoſpitals, Almes. houſes, oz Grammer 
Schooles, o2 of any Church, Benefice,o2 other reuenues to 
the ſayd Colledges, Yoſpitals , Almes houſes,oz Grammer 
Schooles,o2 to any of them annexed, appꝛopꝛated oꝛ other- 
wile appertaining. 

P29uided alwayes,that all Parſons,Uicars,and all other 
Eccleſiaſticall perſons, whoſe Benefices are not aboue (ire 
pounds, thirteene ſhillings foure pence by the peere,after the 
taxation atoꝛeſapd, ſhall not bee charged with theſe thzce 
Subſidies,oz any part of the ſame. = 

Pꝛouided alſo, that euery Micar, whoſe Benefice is eight 
pounds oꝛ aboue,and not aboue ten pounds by the pere. after 
the taxation aloꝛeſayd. ſhall pay vnto your Yighnelle, pour 
heires and ſucceſſoꝛs vpon the firit day of Way, which ſhalbe 
in the yeere of our Loꝛd God one thouſand ſire Hundzed 
twenty and one, thirteene ſhillings and foure pence, and 
thence foozth (ire ſhillings and eight pence at euery pay- 
ment of the other two Subſidies, at ſuch times andto ſuch 
perſons as is afozeſayd foz hrs part of the ſaydtwo Subli- 
dies. And if any Uicarage bee vnder eight pounds by the 
taxation afozeſayd, the Jncumbent ſhall not be charged with 
any part oꝛ payment of the ſayd thzee Subſidies, 

And foz the ſure and true payment of theſe thzee Dubſi- 
dies. granted by your ſayd Pꝛelates and Clergie of the P20- 
uince of Canterbury, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ.purpoꝛt. elfect, 
and true meaning of tyis pꝛeſent grant, your ſayd Pzelates 
and Clergie moſt yumbly deſire your Dighnelle that this their 
ſaid gift, grant, and thzee Dublidies, and euery matter, 
ſumme of money, petitton.clauſe, pꝛouiſions, reſeruations. 
and ſentences in this Inſtrument conteined concerning the 
ſaid thꝛee Dubſidies,may bee ratified, eſtabliſhed and confir- 
med by the authozity of your Dighnefle Court of Parlia- 
ment, |

Be it enacted by the Kings 
molt excellent Mateltie, with the allent of the Lozds Spirt- 
tuall and Tempozall, and the Commons in this pꝛeſent Par⸗ 
liament aſſembled, and by the authozitie of the tame, that 
the ſatd gift, graunt,andeuery matter, fumme of money, pe- 
tition,p2outlton,clauſe,and ſentence in the ſame Fnſtrument

me e authoꝛitie ot this pꝛeſent Parliament. 

And kurther, be it enacted by the Authoꝛitie aloꝛeſaid, that 
euerp perſon that ſhall be appointed to the Collection and ga⸗ 
thering of the ſaid S $,02 any of them, chall haue 

wer and authozitie to leute, take, and perceive the ſayd 

ublidies and euery of them by the authoꝛitie of the cenſu⸗ 
res ol the Church, That is to ſay, by Suſpenſion, Excommu⸗ 
nication, 02 Jnterdiction, and alſo by Sequeſtration of the 
fruits and pꝛolits of their Benelices and pꝛomotions Spiri⸗ 
tuall. in whoſe hands ſoeuer they be. and to make ſale of the 
ſame fruits without danger of the Lawes of this Realme, 
02 by diſtreſſe vpon the poſleſſions of the Farmoꝛs.oꝛ occupiers 
of the Lands and Tenements chargeable by the ſayd Jn- 
krument,fo2,02 to the payment of any ſumme oz ſummes of 
money to bee due by loꝛce thereof, oz otherwiſe by the diſcre- 
tion of the Collectoz thereof. And that no Repleuie, Pꝛohi⸗ 
bition,oz Superſedeas, ſhall be allowed oz obeyed, fo; any per- 
ſons making default of the payment of the fayd Dubfidies, 
02 any of them. contrary to the tenoꝛ of the Graunt thereof, 
vntill ſuch time as they haue truely ſatiffied and contented 
all ſuch parts and poztions, as to them in that behalte ap- 
pertaineth. And thateuery (ſuch Farmoz and Farmozs. their 
s and Aſlignes, that tall foztune hereafter to bee 

arged, to. oꝛ with the payment of the ſaid Dublidies,o2 any 
atthem,o2 au part of them, oz any of them, ſhall by the Au- 
thozitie afo:eſayd, bee allowed, and retaine in his hands as 
much of his veerely Rent andFarme, as the umme ww 
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he ſhall koꝛtune to pay fo his Lozd oz Leaſour (hall extend 
vnto, except that the ſayd Farmoz oz Farmozs , their Execy. 
toꝛs 02 Aſlignes. by theLeaſe and Grant that they haue of any 
part ot the Lands, Tithes, Pzofits, and Tenements, charge⸗ 
able to the ſaid Subſidies, oꝛ any of them oꝛ by foꝛce of any 
Couenant oꝛ Article therein contained, be bound and charged 
to pay the ſame, and thereof to diſcharge the Leaſour and 
Landloꝛd, during the tearme mentioned in the ſaid Leaſe. 
And like wiſe, bee it enacted by the authoꝛity ol this pꝛeſent 
Parliament, that whereas diuers Curates, liable to theſe 
Subſidies , being oftentimes remooueable, doe ſerue aſwell 
in diuers Impꝛopꝛiations belonging to the Kings Maieſtie, 
as in other Spirituall pꝛomotions belonging to other per- 
ſons, that foz the ſpeedy recouery of the ſaid Dubſidies,it may 
be lawful to the ſaid Collectoz oz Collectozs of the ſaid Subſy 
dies, oꝛ any of them their Deputy oꝛ Deputies,toleutethe ſaid 
Subſidies oz any of them vpon the Farmoz oz Farmozs,o: oc- 
cupiers of all ſuch Impꝛopꝛiations oꝛ Spirituall pzomotions, 
by all cenſures of the Church afozeſaid, q euery of them.oꝛ by 
way of diſtreſle of Tithes of the ſaid Jmpzopxation oꝛ Impꝛo⸗ 
pꝛiations and Spirituall pzomotions, oz other wiſe vpon the 
goods and chattels of the ſaid Farmoz oz Farmoꝛs and Occu⸗ 
piers: in which caſe no inhibition, pꝛohibition, repleuie, oz 
other Pꝛoceſſe awarded to the contrary , ſhall bee obeyed, any 
Lawes,Statutes, Puutledges, oz Cuſtomes to the contrary 
herest Heretotoze made, granted, oꝛ vſed, oz hercatter to bee 
made, granted oz vſed to the contrary, in any wiſe notwith⸗ 
ſtanding, And that it may bee la wkull to the Collectoꝛs and 
other Officers and Miniſters of ſuch Archbiſhop , Bilhop, 
Deane and Chapiter, foz not payment of the ſaid Subſidies, 
oz any of them, after the ſame ſhall be due in oꝛ at any of tue 
laid times of payment, to pꝛiſe and value the ſaide Diſtreſſe oꝛ 
Diſtreſſes by two indifferent neighbours by him to be choſen, 
and toꝛ the Diſtreſſe and Diſtreſſes ſo pꝛiſed, to ſell.and there⸗ 
of to detaine ſo much money as ſhall amount to the ſum pap⸗ 
able to the Kings Maieſtie. with the reaſonable charges alſo 
of the ſaid Collectozs ſuſteined in that behalte, and the reſt of 


the money made of the ſaid Diſtreſſe, to be deliuered and payd 


to the Owner and Occupter thereof. 

Pꝛouided alwayes;and be it enacted by the authozity aloꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, that euery Lay perſon, hauing Spirituall pꝛomotion 
chargeable by this Act, and allo hauing Tempozall poets 
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ons, Goods, Chattels, and Debts charged to the ſaid Subſi; 
dies granted in this Parliament by the Tempoꝛaltie, ſhall be 
taxed, charged, and ſet fo2 the ſaide Spirituall pzomotions 
with the Clergie, and his Tempozall poſſeſſions and Chat- 
tels reall with the Tempozaltie,and not otherwiſe, any thing 
befoze mentioned to the contrary not withſtanding. 

And be it further enacted by the authozity afozcſaid,that all 
and euery grant and grants of all and euery ſumme a ſummes 
of money granted, oꝛ which heereatter ſhall bee granted to the 
kings Maieſtie by the Clergie ot the Pꝛouince of Poꝛke, ſhall 
bee of the ſame ſtrength, koꝛce and effect in all things, as 
the ſaid grant made by the ſaid Pꝛouince of Canterburp, and 
hall bee tared , certified , collected, {cuied , gathered and 
payed , accozding to the tenoꝛ, fozme and effect of this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Act of Parliament. to all intents, conſtructions and pur- 
poſes, in ſuch manner and fozme. as theugyh it were ſpectally, 
platnly , and particularly erpzeſſed and rehearſed in this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Act. by expꝛeſſe woꝛds, termeg, and ſentences, in their ſe⸗ 
verall natures and kindes. 

Pꝛouided al wapes. and bee it enacted by the authoꝛitte a- 
ſeſaid. that all pzouiſions befoze rehearſed, contained, oz to 
be contained in the ſaid grant of the Pꝛelates and Clergie of 
the Pꝛouince of Canterbury, and the like of the ſame Pꝛoui⸗ 
bes contained in the ſaid Grant of the Pzelats and Clergie 
ofthe Pꝛouince of Poꝛke. halbe good and effectuall,and to be 
obſerued and kept in euerp point and article, accoꝛding to the 
purpozt and true meaning of the ſame, = 

And to the end, that many great affaires concerning bis 
Daieftie and the Realme may be determined in this Seffion 
if Parliament, and that ſuch as ſhall make the firſt paiment 
tefoze mentioned, may haue conuenient time foꝛ paiment 
thereof; Be it enacted ,that his Mateſttes Royall aſſent may 
de giuen to this Act by Letters Patents vnder the great 
Deale of England. oꝛ otherwiſe, as to his Maieſtie ſhalſeeme 
teſt ; and that, notwithſtanding ſuch aſlent,this Seſſion of 

Parliament ſhall not thereby determine, but that all 

things ſhall continue, pꝛoceede, and be done and 
executed therein as if this Act had ne- 
uer been had oꝛ made.
